Pasternak, Boris Putnam 
THE POETRY OF BORIS PASTERNAK $4.00 
Translated and Introduced by George Reavey 


This is the most complete and perhaps the best translation we have of 
Pasternak's poetry to date. But it is still not wholly complete. And Mr. Reavey, 
although an able translator of Russian prose, has still not been able to conquer the 
formidable difficulties of rendering Russian poetry into English, and the specific 
difficulties of clarifying the obscurities of Pasternak's early and middle periods. 
The later period, when Pasternak was in retirement in Georgia, seem for the most part 
ardent nature poems, and show that same love for his fatherland's beauty characteris- 
tic of Dr. Zhivago. Perhaps the most valuable addition here is Reavey's translation 
of The Lofty Malady, a long poem-circa 1928- obscurely expressing Pasternak's stand 
against monolithic statism, and his belief in humanism and individuality. But what 
gives this volume its real stature is Reavey's own contribution. He knew Pasternak 
personally, and discusses him as a translator, and publishes for the first time in 
English, some of Pasternak's speeches at the Russian writers' conferences. Reavey 
met Pasternak through his article in a British avant-garde journal; later at writers’ 
conferences and still later when he-visited him during his period of being stationed 
in Russia. This is a welcome rounding out of the rather sketchy autobiographical 
material Pasternak has provided. One could wish this volume had a more coherent or- 
ganization, both in Reavey's introductory material and in the poem sequences. But 
even so, it will serve as valuable source material until something more complete is 
available.

THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF CECIL B. DEMILLE $5.95 


The work of six years before his death, DeMille's life story is here edited 
and completed by Donald Hayne who had been closely associated with him. Koury's Yes. 
Mr DeM- lie (Putnam, P. 397) covers much of the same ground particularly in the picture- 
making department, and gives perhaps a brighter word portrait of the man,but it lacks the 
definitive characteristics that are evident here. This first person chronicle turns the

This is a complex compendium, by the author of The Outsider, which all too 
often resembles a brilliant term paper. Mr. Wilson has read very widely, and calls on 
more authors than the average reader can hope to have read in order to support his thesis. 
This is that the inner-directed Hero is dying out of society and literature, and being re- 
placed by the other-directed man, who is haunted by a sense of insignificance, "hell is 
other people”, Billy Graham religions, the Organization Man- and occasional crimes of 
violence as a desperate compensation. This interesting problem has already been treated 
widely by sociologists, psychologists, philosophers and writers, and Mr. Wilson's attempt 
to include them all makes this book rather crowded. His proposed cure, that man must try 
turning inward "and then turning outward again" bears a strong (unacknowledged) resemblance 
to Toynbee and there are other echoes in this book. The question of redirection is 
certainly a pressing and absorbing one, and is pointed up in an odd way by this book, in 
which a man who speaks in favor of inner-direction does so largely in terms of other people's 
ideas.

BEAUTY FOR THE SIGHTED AND THE BLIND $4.50 


This book has a dual purpose- to indicate the importance of touch as an 
approach to widening the margins of the blind, and to establish through the "mutual 
enjoyment of beauty” greater communication between the sighted and the blind. Mr. 
Eaton, who has spent many years in this field working- more particularly- towards 
establishing collections of objects of beauty which the blind can identify and 
enjoy- discusses this approach to aesthetics in general, and shows how organizations, 
museums, etc. can work towards this end. There is one chapter devoted to the ac- 
complishments of a few men showing how blindness need not limit its victims. Francis 
Burdett, without help, built a a4 storey house; Joseph McDonagh became a farmer; 
John Urich a minister; others a Supreme Court Judge, an electronics engineer, etc. 
With a special consideration of communication with the deaf-blind as well, this dis- 
cussion is aimed toward extending the vision of those who work with the blind as 
well as indicating the wide areas of aesthetic appreciation which can and should be 
made available to those who are sightless.

A picture book and its complementary text follows the progress of thought 
and ideas that had its distillation in Colonial Williamsburg and underlines the point 
that the restoration is more than a museum, or a shrine, or a monument, in that it 
is the proof of man's heritage of the right to individual freedom, community self- 
government, and the connection that should exist between morals and government. The 
impulses toward freedom are traced from Egypt to Greece, Italy and Christianity, from 
barbarian invasion to English history and through the burgeoning of American inde- 
pendence centered and focused around and in Williamsburg. The illustrations either 
are symbolical of an expression in the text or are direct representations of people } 
or situations or places; most are photographs but others are reproductions of portraits, 
pamphlets, contemporary pictures, etc. Allan Nevins, in his introduction, pays tribute 
to George Mason of Gunston Hall and his Virginia Declaration of Rights is given in 
full in the book.

story values in her material to the writing; as a researcher, with an excellent history 
of surgery to her credit, Scalpel, she has dug into primary sources, and read intensively 
on all aspects of her topic (i.e. the extensive Bibliography appended). The numerous 
aspects of women's work - as nurses; as organizers of hospital routine; as “housekeepers”, 
bringing semi-order out of the chaos of camp and hospital and emergency station; as 
backers, expeditors and prods in the matter of sanitation; as innovators, forcing their 
way in even when excluded by custom and military order; as army wives on the field of 
battle; as spies; as sources of supplies back home; as fund raisers, and so on and on. 
Individuals emerge- and frequently provide the springboard for the general picture. There 
are women whose names are still famous,- Dorothea Dix, Clara Barton, Cornelia Hancock,

It provides 
guideposts to the reading of the Mark Twain extracts that provide Holbrook's stock 
from which to draw. It shares the process of "being" Mark Twain. It lights the 
spark of Mark Twain's anger at man's prejudices, and brings out as well Hal Holbrook, 
the man, something of a philosopher himself. And perhaps it will take readers back 
to the whole of Mark Twain.

DRAWINGS FOR A LIVING ARCHITECTURE $35.00 


For any already convinced enthusiast of America's greatest contemporary 
architect, this book, posthumously published, is a must. For the doubters - and the 
uninitiate- it is a revelation of what a “living architecture" can signify. Wright 
was far ahead of his time; that is fully revealed in these drawings of projects, 
some Of which go back half a century, and many of which incorporate what were then 
revolutionary concepts of form, building materials, structural details, and- possibly 
most significant of all- a unity of setting and structure. Desert and mountain back- 
grounds provided challenge and some of the most exciting drawings shown here belonged 
in those settings. The utilitarian aspects, too, will surprise many, for here are 
projects designed for as wide a range of needs as hotels, shops, theatres, public 
buildings, gasoline stations, funeral parlors, and so on. An introduction by Italy's 
Professor Giuseppe Samona provides an interpretation of Mr. Wright's architectural 
achievements and goals; A. Hyatt Mayor, of New York's Metropolitan Museum, contributes 
an estimate of the drawings, which are in themselves, works of art rather than mere 
examples of draughtsmanship. A very special sort of book which probably only the 
specialists and the larger public libraries can afford.

Vassar's widely revered emeritus professor of economics and sociology has 
made- in this book- her contribution to Vassar's approaching centenary. While 
inevitably she has drawn throughout on Vassar's contribution to higher education, 
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the text is a broad based survey:- historical, sociological and challenging to the goais, 
the aspirations, the present and future role of specifically the women's colleges of 
liberal arts. For those seriously concerned in examining a careful analysis, complete 

with comparative statistics, charts, etc. this probably meets the need. For those who . 
want a more lively and readable study, the salient facts and the challenge bog down here 

in a somewhat dead level of style, a repetition of viewpoint and facts as they seem 
pertinent at different levels of interest. Some surprising facts emerge:- that women's 
enrollment and sustained four-year attendance has not kept pace with men's; that lowered 
ages for marriage have militated against concern for and concentration on higher educa- 
tion; that the coeducational colleges reflect a trend away from the women's private insti- 
tutions of higher learning. Granted that the early bias against higher education for women 
no longer exists, the case has to be proved again in favor of the liberal arts college for 
women. To this end, in final chapters, Dr. Newcomer sums up her concrete suggestions: - 
more flexibility of schedules to include preparation for family life and professional jobs 
after marriage, reconciliation between professional training and liberal arts; greater 
guidance to better use in directing liberal arts to professional ends; reduction of number 
of free electives; wider possibilities for exceptional students to speed up courses; new 
ideas in method of meeting college expenses; new incentives and attitudes towards opening 
admissions to other than present social classes; aid in post-marriage completion of college 
courses; importance in training for more scholars. To survive, she feels, the women's 
or must lead in providing dramatic changes in higher education for women.

There are speeches of a 
political nature: he interprets The Meaning of the Coronation for the Canadian 
people, addresses the U.S. Congress, remarking on the resemblances between the two 
countries, examines the true sentiment of Canadianism and offers an appreciation of 
the contribution made to Canada by its immigrants. These talks are inevitably 
platitudinous, for which their author, from time to time, apologizes. It is on the 
subject of The Liberal Arts and the Universities that he seems most inspired: on the 
founder of Trinity College in the University of Toronto, John Strachen and his ideas 
of education; The University and Freedom; the functions which the modern university 
has assumed; the role of the small college. There are addresses before various pro- 
fessional associations, on The Written Word and a miscellaneous section which includes: 
The Mission of the Jews, Women’s Place Is...? and Christian Social Order in a 

Changing World. Mr. Massey's talks are characterizec by preciseness and a formal, 
scholarly tone.

Nevertheless, the body of this work is 
not so significant in terms of literature as to engage the interest of the general 
reader. It will appeal mainly to those aficionados of the late James Agee and those 
with a professional interest in the problems of cinematographic adaptation of ~ 
fictional forms.

Renaissance Italy provided some measure of security from wars and the ruling 
families increasingly built for themselves city palaces and country villas, of a magni- 
ficence not known elsewhere. With an informative text and almost 200 stunning photographs, 
perfectly reproduced, Georgina Masson has presented characteristic examples of architect- 
ural achievements of this period, from Liguria, Piedmont and Lombardy to the north, to 
Naples to the south. Each province is given its own introductory note on the history and 
leading figures - the artists and architects and builders, and the great families that made 
the execution of their plans possible. Then follows notes on the plates. It is inevitable, 
perhaps, that these notes are separated from the photographs, necessitating shifting back 
and forth. But at least each group of photographs is kept together as a unit, and the 
corresponding text, printed on varying colors of paper, make quick reference feasible. 

Once having compassed the whole, Italian life of the period comes into being, and palaces 
and gardens, the greatest artists of the day, and perceptive glimpses of the personalities 
blend in a fascinating portrait of an era. Concise comments on the use to which the 
palaces are now put- and frequently the continued ownership of great families- brings the 
record down to the present.

But there are others, and Miss McCarthy has done a creative job of 
making connections between the artists, the church, the state and the people who made 
history. But there is one thing one misses here - and that is any semblance of a love for 
Florence today. There doesn't even seem to be a regretful and nostalgic quality in viewing 
Florence of yesterday. It lacks completely the passion that lovers of Florence feel for 
the city and views it from a rather coldly intellectual severity. The photographs by 
Evelyn Hofer - 128 in black and white, and the twelve color plates- are choice, and the 
book is an exceptional achievement in the field of fine book making.
